Practical Turkey Raising,

One might succeed raising turkers
In one locality with certain rules
which would not do in another.

There are some things., though,
which must be observed, cleanliness
and pure, fresh water and food
antong others. The little ones must
be kept clear of lice, and they must
not he allowed to get wet or stay
in damp cocops. Dampness and lice
mean death to young turkevs, so
look out for the lice and grease the
heads, vents and wings «f the young
turkevs with earbolated vaseline,
Camphorated oil is also good to use.

Grease the !lttle ones every week
until three or four weeks old, Clean
out boxes or roosiing pens every few
days and keep plenty of lime scat-
tered arannd.

The ﬁrst‘t_hinz T do te my little
ones ie to pull the little pip off the
end of beak and then put a grain of
vepper down the throat, 1
never feed them until they are twen-
ts-four to thirty hours old, letting the
first feed be stale bread soaked in
fresh sweet milk.
